With effect from January Ist 1998, a new band has been available to EI 
experimenters. The band is from 135.7 to 137.8kHz and is a secondary allocation on a 
non-interference basis. 


The modes 1A1 and J3E will be issued as standard and other modes will be 
considered if applied for. The power allowed will be 100 watts. This new band is 
issued under a CEPT agreement and should be available in all CEPT countries. 


Applications must be made to use the band and must include equipment details. 


Finbar EIOCF up in north Donegal seems to have been the first EI off the mark and 
has a beacon on the air each Saturday and Sunday on 136.36kHz from 1000 until 
1300.
